To see if the Town will vote authorized withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972 for the use as set-offs against budget 
appropriations in the amount indicated below; and further, to authorize the 
Selectmen to make pro-rata adjustments in the amounts, if estimated 
entitlements are increased or reduced, or take any other action relating 
hereon:

SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
To the Residents of the Souhegan Valley District: 


The primary responsibility of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service is 
to provide emergency medical service to the citizens of the communities it 
serves and to those transcient persons who may become ill or injured while in 
those communities; and to provide Mutual Aid for Emergency Medical 
Service in surrounding communities. This service is made possible through 
money budgeted by the four (4) Towns we serve, expressly for Emergency 
Ambulance Services and through the strictly volunteer efforts of trained 
personnel who man the ambulances. The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service was organized to provide emergency transportation for the sick and 
injured, and has operated for several years at no expense to the individual 
requiring the use of this emergency service. 


In the past, The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service has provided 
transportation for non-emergency transfers for residents requiring 
ambulance transportation. This service, as well as emergency service, has 
increased over the years. Transfers from local hospitals to distant hospitals 
mean that the ambulance and attendants used for this purpose are 
unavailable for emergency response for several hours at atime. In addition 
to leaving a gap in coverage and straining the manpower availability, 
considerable expense is incurred for these transfers. Fuel alone for some of 
these trips may cost over Forty Dollars ($40.00). 


In consideration of these facts, The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service 
will no longer be responsible for non-emergency transfers, 1.e. hospital to 
home or nursing home, hospital appointments for CT Scans or X-Rays, etc. 
All non-emergency transfers will be handled by private ambulance services. 
A list of private ambulance services licensed in New Hampshire is available 
from the State of New Hampshire, Bureau of Emergency Medical Services, 
Concord, New Hampshire.

Annual Report to the Towns - 1984 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Greenville, 
Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. This service is possible only through the 
dedication of our well-trained Driver/ Attendants, all of whom are 
volunteers. Almost all of these volunteers are now Nationally Resigtered 
Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance; several are undergoing 
training toward the higher grade of EMT-Intermediate. Many have also 
undergone advanced training in, for example, EOA (Esophageal Obdurator 
Airway) and MAST (Medicat Anti-Shock Trousers). Attendants are 
typically on all night call about seven (7) times each month. There exists a 
continuing need for volunteers able to answer calls during the daytime. Any 
resident of the four (4) town area interested in joining the Service are 
encouraged to contact any Attendant or member of the Board of Directors. 


In 1983 the Service replaced the older ambulance with a new vehicle 
comprised of a new chassis, cab, and engine coupled with a completely rebuilt 
ambulance module meeting the latest government specifications. The net 
price of this unit after trade-in of the old ambulance was about $28,000.00. In 
contrast, a completely new ambulance of comparable quality lists at over 
$50,000.00. This new vehicle was paid for entirely out of the capital reserve 
fund. We now have two (2) ambulances in excellent condition; moreover, 
they are almost identical which is of substantial help to Attendants under the 
pressure of emergency situations. 


The subject of non-emergency transfers, such as between hospitals, from 
hospital to home, from hospital to nursing home, or for hospital out-patient 
appointments has frequently been a source of misunderstanding. The use of 
the ambulances for these types of situations severly handicaps the Service for 
possible emergencies, particularly in view of the fact that fewer Attendants 
are available during the work day. The Board of Directors, therefore, has 
adopted the policy that The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service will no 
longer be responsible for non-emergency transfers. Emergency transfers and 
transfers designated as urgent by a physician will continue to be made. 


The Service has also curtailed on-site stand-by coverage to private 
functions; the ambulance will, of course, continue to be available on call for 
any medical emergencies at such functions. Community-sponsored functions 
will be covered as before. 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service continued to operate at no 
expense to the individual requiring emergency ambulance service. The 
projected annual per capita cost for 1984 to the four (4) communities is $3.85, 
which represents a substantial decrease over previous years.

Once again the Fire Department wishes to thank the Auxiliary and all the 
individuals who donated money, time and labor throughout 1983. Your help 
is greatly appreciated. 


Within the past year the firemen painted the outside of the fire station and 
refinished the hardwood floor upstairs. Due to the heavy volume of people 
during town office hours, the floor needed this uplifting badly. 


With the building open to the public during town office hours, security has 
become a problem with some supplies being stolen within the last two years. 
To help alleviate this problem the Fire Department had a cage built for 
storage and expensive supplies. Hopefully, this will help solve this 
unfortunate circumstance. 


We have a day time man power problem as the town is a bedroom 
community and all but two of the Fire Department personnel work out of 
town. With this situation, we are in need of firemen who would be around 
during the day. 


WE NEED YOU 


Mutual Aid is a tremendous benefit in the daylight hours when we have so 
few firemen available. Temple was assisted approximately fifteen times by 
five mutual aid towns sending manpower or apparatus.

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As many people are aware, the town has been in need of a larger, more 
secure fire station and some permanent town offices. It is my feeling as Chief 
of the Temple Fire Department that we should solve these problems together. 
By building a new fire station we could renovate the old station into 
permanent town offices with space enough to house the town records. With 
sufficient space planned in the new fire station, Temple could house an 
ambulance as well as all the Fire Department equipment ina secure building. 
A properly planned building would als take into account that Temple is one of 
the fastest growing towns in New Hampshire and hopefully would alleviate 
the need for extensive expense for 30-40 years. Many study committees have 
been appointed in the past with basically the same results, the need for a 
solution to these problems. It is my feeling if we act upon these problems 
NOW, that we can save a substantial aniount of money and headache in the 
future.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and 
control program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less 
than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the 
prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not 
snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written 
permit for every fire that 1s to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire 
must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling 
the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one 1s required, is 
violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and 
could be fined up to $1,000. and received a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 AM and 5:00 PM unless it is 
raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily 
between 9:00 AM and 2:00 PM, then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 PM 
and 5:00 PM. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are 
easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during 
this part of the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities 
so an escaped fire could burn longer and cause greater damage before being 
suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly 
appreciated. :

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


FINANCES AND TAXES 
The 1983 tax rate was 11% higher than the 1982 tax rate. The increase 
would have been much greater except for surpluses at both the Town and 
School levels. Control of spending at the Town and School meetings is one 
way that we can control our tax rate. The tax bills of November quickly and 
sharply remind us of our spend thrift ways of March. 


The State Aid Grants have been changed from several small ones to two 
major ones, Highway Block Grants and General Revenue Grants. The 
amount of money received is about the same but another session of the 
Legislature could change that. 


Federal Revenue Sharing Funds on hand have increased and because of 
that fact we should increase our spending or allocation in that field. (Possibly 
a four-wheel drive pick-up for the Highway Dept.?) 


COMMUNICATIONS 
Although our present system is reasonably adequate we may, for several 
reasons, be forced to seek a contract with another Communication Center. 
This is the reason for the article on communications. At the present time it 
appears that no more money will be needed but at some future time the 
Selectmen may need the authority to make a change. We will have more 
information by Town Meeting time. 


TOWN DUMP-TRUCK 
Although the repair situation has been some what less than ideal the idea of 
a town truck issound. The Road Agent had a truck available when and where 
and for how long it was needed (although it might not seem like it when you 
were waiting for your road to be plowed or sanded). We can give no figures 
for the number of hours the truck was used but it had substantial use. The 
total hours it was used is surely greater than if we had to hire a truck. 


HIGHWAYS 

As the reports show we stayed within the summer budget but over-spent the 
winter budget. There are several factors involved and one of them is the 
plowing of private drives. There are many new drives and they seem to get 
longer and steeper and more winding with each passing year. These factors 
along with the increased cost of hiring pick-ups add greatly to our winter 
highway expenses. To keep our pick-ups working this year we negotiated for 
a 20% raise (as opposed to a requested 40% raise) with the proviso that the 
matter be brought before the annual meeting. We urge you to give careful 
consideration to Article #12, it will be an important discussion. 


We have a couple of bridges that the state says need attention. We hope to 
get to one of them this year. 


We also hope to get a general re-graveling program started this year; the 
new method of disbursing State Funds gives a greater flexibility than we have 
had in past years.

RECYCLING CENTER REPORT 


1 am pleased to report that the Center brought in more money in 1983 than 
it has in the past two years. Many markets for recycled materials are on the 
rise. A surge in the price per ton for cardboard, newspaper and mixed paper 
more than compensated for a decrease in market value for glass and some 
metals. This year, our best sellers were cardboard ($4383. total income), 
aluminum cans ($4168.), and newspaper ($3857.). Our income total for the 
year was $17,586.! 


As for the aesthetics of the Center, 1983 was also a good year for 
landscaping. Flowers and shrubs, donated by the Wilton Garden Club were 
planted in two areas of the Center and received great praise. Another 
improvement was that of black-topping in front of the Center. This has not 
only made it easier for the public, but for the employees as well. 


Representatives of the six towns of the Recycling Center Co-Op meet 
quarterly to review the Center’s operation. We deal with problems such as 
user participation, budgeting for the Center and locating new landfill sites. 
These meetings are open to the public and all interested are encouraged to 
attend. 


I’d like to thank the public for making this such a good year at the Center. 
Let’s do it again!
